The State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Woodstock in the 
County of Grafton, in said State, TS to vote in 
Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Woodstock on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
hire such sums of money as may be necessary to pay town 


debt. 


_ 4, To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
support of highways. 


5. To see now much money the town will raise to ap- 
ply on town debt. 


6. Tosee how much money the town will raise for 
Memorial Day. 


7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to coustruct an iron fence around the soldiers’ monu- 


ment, and gold leaf the letters on said monument, and raise 
the money for the same. 


8. To hear the report of the Electric Light committee 
and to see if the town will raise a sum of money necessary 
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to complete the Electric Light plant now under process of 
construction. 


9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Water 
Commissioners to construct and maintain a Water System 
at Woodstock, in accordance with an Act passed at the 
1909 session of the legislature authorizing the town to con- 
struct and maintain water works. 


10. To see if the town will vote to rescind vote passed 
at the annual March meeting, 1909, calling for the con- 
struction of a Water System at Woodstock. 


11. To see how much money the town will raise for 
state road. 


12. Toseeif the town will vote to raise money for 
sidewalks, and if so how much. 


13. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Norte. It will be observed in the items of money 
raised that the town voted to raise $2,000.00 to apply on 
town debt. The money was raised and is now in the treas- 
ury. On account of many extraordinary expenses, such as 
building a new school louse at Lost River, ata cost of 
$426.43, $237.15 over and above money raised for school 
house at Woodstock, $326.63 for bank wall at Woodstock, 
$344.57 for repairs on town hall, and $297.00 for repairs 
on Woodstock bridge, the board did not think it advisable 
to apply any money on town debt until the exact condition 
of the treasury was known for fear of disturbing the sinking 
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fund, which must remain intact. Upon settling our ac- 
counts and after paying for all these extraordinary demands 
we still have $2,590.76 more in the treasury than at the 
1910 settlement, $2,000.00 of which shall be applied on 
town debt by the incoming board. Owing to an oversight 
there is due from Clarence Hunt $19.11 for money over- 
paid for land damage that does not appear in demands in 
favor of the town.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Owing to a peculiar and unavoidable combination of 
circumstances, this report is of necessity partial and incom- 
plete, as compared with the reports of former years, as @ 
tew words of explanation will show. For several years the 
towns of Woodstock, Campton and Rumney united to form 
a district for the support of a Superintendent of Schools, 
according to a provisicn made for the same by the laws of 
the state. In the spring of 1910, Rumney saw fit to with- 
draw from this plan, and as the other two towns could not 
alone assume the support of the Superintendent, he gave up 
the office, and the work which he had been doing for two 
years was left for the Committee to carry on as best it 
could, 


At the school meeting of 1910, Mr. James A. Moore 
was elected a member of the Schoo! Board for three years. 
Soon after the meeting, Mrs. Effie T. Smith felt obliged to 
resign from the Board, and W. H. Getchell was appointed 
to fill the vacaney thus created, for the remainder of the 
school year. With two new members on the Committee, it 
has been somewhat difficult for them to carry on the work, 
but they have done the best they could under the circum- 
stances. 


For good reasons it seemed wise to make a change of 
teachers in some of the schools; and of the nine teachers in 
town all are new ones with the exception of one teacher at 
the Center. Several of the old teachers who were re- 
elected, resigned during the summer vacation, having ob- 
tained better situations elsewhere. 


All of the teachers have done good work in the several 
grades, and the schools are making steady progress in the 
various branches taught. The new school room so long 
needed at the Center has been completed, and is appreci- 
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ated by those who were formeily obliged to go daily by 
train to North Woodstock. 


In the Lost River district, it was necessary to build a 
new school house, as a number of families moving in, In- 
_ereased the number of scholars in the district, so that a 
school there was necessary. The furnishings for these two 
new schools demanded an extra outlay of money, but we are 
sure it has been money well expended. 


In the High school, the second years course~ has been 
added, and this required another teacher. It is hoped that 
the third and fourth years’ courses may be added, and that 
the Woodstock High school may take high rank among the 
High schools ef the state. 


Sickness among the teachers, during the Fall term 
made some difference to the work of the schools; and an 
outbreak of diptheria, during the Winter term, required the 
closing of several schools for two weeks. After thorough 
fumigation of the buildings, the work of the schools was re- 
sumed, and we trust no other hindrances may come. 


We feel that the people of the town are to be congratw 
lated on the marked improvement of their schools for the 
past few years, due to the liberal appropriations for school 
purposes, and the desire to have all the schools in town up 
to date in every respect. 


If parents would more frequently visit the schools, and 
see the routine of daily work done in them, it would tend to 
an increase of interest in the schools, and be of mutual ad. 
vantage to all concerned. Great difficulty has been experi- 
enced this year, in finding suitable boarding places for the 
teachers; and the price they have been obliged to pay for 
board, leaves them but small compensation for their work. 
If this condition continues, their salaries will have to be 
materiall increased, or no teachers can be found to take the 
schools.
